he believes it does not go far enough. | 

“I see no reason for any duties be- 
tween Canada and the United States,” 
he said when here the other day. “To 
my mind, it is an absurdity to legis- | 
late so as to foree the lines of com- 
merice to follow the parallels of lati- 
tude. The people along the same | 
parallel must produce much the same 
output, no matter what their line of 
industry may be. The true lines of 
commercial activity, it sems to me, 
ought to be along the meridians of 
longitude. Let the people who pro- 
duce that which the people north or 
south of them cannot produce, ex- 
change their products with those who |

Concord, N.H., Feb. 17—In support 
of his contention that the proposed 
reciprocity agreement will reduce the 
price of American wheat and increase 
the price of Canadian’ wheat, former 
Gevernor Nahum J. Rachelder, mas- 
ter of the National Grange, Patrons 
of Hfsbandry, today issued a state 
ment In which he compared the wheat 


movement in the markets of Chicago | 


and Winnipeg as an answer to recent 


statement by James J. Hill. 
Mr. Bachelder’s statement says: 
“James J. Hill is not satisfied with! 


the $100,000,000 he has made out of 


the farmers of the north-west states | 
but is seeking to increase his fortune} 


by having his railroads haul Canadian 
wheat and flour to the consumers In 
this country. 

“Speaking at Chicago the day before 
yesterday, Mr. Hill charged that the 
Opposition to the Canadian recipro- 
city scheme .wWas dictated by Jema- 
wogues and Was centred on the claim 
that the free admission of Canadian 
wheat and barley would seduce the 
price of these products In this coun- 
try. That such would be the effect, 
he declared, is not merely improbable, 
but ridiculous and impossible.” 

Mr. Bachelder declares that there 
has ibeen a “fall of about eight cents 
price of wheat 


per bushel in the 
sirce the reciprocity bill was intro- 
duced in Congress,” and continues, 


“If the mere expectation 
city depresses our wheat prices, what 
would be the result of the enactment 
of the pending bill?”

WHAT THE DIFFERENT COLON-

IMPERIAL CONF BRENCEH, 


London, Feb. 17—The government 
has brought down the correspondence 
with the overseas dominions setting 
out the subjects for discussion at the 
approaching imperial conference, 

New Zealand suggests an imperial 
ecuncil with representatives in all 
parts of the empire, a secretary for 
imperial affairs instead of a colonial 
secretary and with separate depart- 
ments for the self-governing domin- 
fens and the crown colonies, It is 
also suggested that the high commis- 
sicners be raised to the status of 
ambassadors. 

South Africa proposes that matters 
relating to the self-governing domin- 
icns be placed directly under the pre- 
mier. On January 20, South Africa 
enbled suggesting for consideration 
the replacing of trade preferences by 
ecntributions classed as imperial, na- 
ticnal, and local, These suggestions, 
however, were withdrawn by cable 
oh February 10th, since when Gen- 
eral Botha hag cabled that the im- 
perial preference will not be with- 
drawn. 

Australia raises tthe question of 
the Declaration of London, regretting 
that the colonics were not consulted 
and opposing its provisions affecting 
food supply and the destruction of 
neutral vessels in time of war. 

Newfoundland proposes a line of 
steamers subsidized by Britain, Can- 
ade and Newfoundland to link up 
the three. Another topic will be an 
in.sperial court of appeal, New Zea- 
lend and Australia suggesting répre- 
sentation of the overseas dominions in 
it. 


The Home Government raises tne 


fellowing questions: The status of 
Itritish Indians; labor exchanges; a 
uniform design for stamps and the 


expulsion of undesirable aliens. 

Canada has no special proposals, 
but would like suggestions for a uni- 
fcrm naturalization law. 

Commenting on the conference pro- 
gram the Daily Mail says: ‘The Brit- 
ish Government seems altogether lack- 
ing in constructive ideas. There is 
still too much the air of the frigid 
s'ep-mother which Chamberlain 
strove so earnestly to abolish.” 

The Morning Chronicle comment- 
ing on the absence of Canadian pro- 
pesals from the conference program 
says Canada is: well pleased with the 
empire as she finds it
